ONCE a year the prim itive art of 
pit barbecue is practiced by the 
Pickaway County Cattle Feeders 
Assn. . . . It’s a 24-hour ritual, and 
last night was begun at the Bill 
Richards farm on the Canal Road in 
preparation for tonight’s annual 
beef barbecue . . .

Pete got down into the pit and 
placed big chunks of beef, carefully 
wrapped in a cooking parchm ent 
and m uslin, atop the sand and coals 
. . . The workers covered the pit 
with tin roofing and sealed this 
cover with a layer of dirt making a 
giant natural oven, . . . Eighteen 
hours later, about 6 p.m . tonight, the 
pit will be opened and the succulent 
beef will be sliced for the annual 
feed . . . The w orkers last night 
included those already m entioned 
plus G eorge 
H a m rick , 
W ayne 
E vans, John Bell, Ralph Stir, Don 
Courtright, Robert Iisto n , and the 
spectators were Bill and Grace 
Richards who have so graciously 
provided the site for the event, 
Dorothy Ham rick, Dick Jones, and 
tin- Editor . . . 
During this ritual, sw eet com was 
roasted over the coals . . . Steam ing 
hot and drenched in butter, it was 
ju st 
about 
th e 
fin e st 
ea tin g 
im aginable . . . There was “canal 
water" on hand to quench the thirst, 
and gam es called 
“ m eat a x e” , 
“night baseball" and “ grandma" 
for entertainm ent. 


DID you know there was once a 
stone quarry in W ashington Twp. 
operated by Mrs. B. Z. McCoy? 
There was an am ple supply of blue 
sandstone in the quarry . . . There 
was a stone wall in front of Park 
P lace (where the Ford Garage is 
now located ) and the stone was cut 
at the McCoy quarry and hauled to 
C ircleville . . . 
One could buy cellar jam s under 
eight feet in length for a dollar, 
cistern and well covers for $2.50, 
paving blocks for 15 cents a square 
foot, stone gate posts for a dollar, 
hitching posts for a dollar . . . It cost 
a dim e to have a hole drilled in the 
post . . . Water and milk troughs 
were priced from $6 to $20 . . . 
Curbing was eight to 14 cents per 
lineal foot, and there is undoubtedly 
som e of this curbing still existing in 
C ircleville . . . 
Ralph Z. McCoy still lives on the 
farm where the quarry was located 
H is 
m oth er 
m oved 
to 
W ashington Twp. from Ross County 
a few years after his father died . . . 
The farm was purchased in 18% 
from Lewis and Florella D. theist 
. . . The quarry w as located in a 
gully at the rear of the farm just 
east of what is now Marion State 
Park.

O fficials said they were uncertain 
how far G reece intended to go with its 
announced plan to pull its m ilitary 
forces from NATO. 
Som e officials suggested the Greek 
m ove m ight be a m aneuver to pressure 
the United States into tam ing the 
Turks, who appear bent on estab­ 
lishing a firm hold over wide areas of 
Cyprus. In that ca se the break could be 
only tem porary, they said.

Robert J. McCToskey, a form er U.S. 
am bassador to Cyprus, told new sm en 
on W ednesday that “ we have not as yet 
form ed a judgm ent as to the full extent 
of G reece's intentions.”

SEOUL (A P) — President Chung 
Hee Park escaped an assassination 
attem pt today, but his wife was killed, 
a presidential spokesman announced. 
He said she died after a nearly six- 
hour operation at the Seoul National 
U niversity hospital of a gunshot wound 
she suffered during the assassination 
attempt. 
The attem pt took place as Park was 
m aking an Independence Day address. 
A man opened fire, the president duck­ 
ed down behind the speaker’s desk and 
was not hit, but his 47-year-old wife 
was hit in the head. 
Security guards wounded the gun­ 
man and arrested him. 
A 16-year-old girl choir singer in the 
audience also was killed, possibly by 
police bullets. 
The governm ent said the gunman 
carried a Japanese passport, and the 
Japanese Foreign Ministry said it was 
issued in the nam e of Yukio Yoshii, 23, 
of Osaka. But Yoshii told a television 
interview er rn Osaka: “ I am not the 
gunman. I am in Japan. Somebody

The cam p of the 950-strong Greek 
arm y contingent, perm anently based 
on Cyprus, was one of the main targets 
of the assault, and fighting raged at 
midday. 
The cam p, known as the Eldyk, is on 
the m ain western highway to Morphou. 
It lies two m iles outside the capital, 
about a m ile from the perim eter of 
Cyprus airport, still in Greek hands. 
Another area heavily hit was a five- 
m ile string of factories on the east side 
of N icosia, stretching 
between the 
main roads to Fam agusta in the east 
and l^arnaca to the south.

F am agusta, 35 m iles east of Nicosia, 
earlier in the day. But the Greek 
Cypriots claim ed they halted the other 
arm of the Turkish drive to cut off the 
northern third of Cyprus — a force 
moving toward I*fka on the northwest 
coast 20 m iles from the capital. 
F am agusta was under under heavy

Dr. Allan L. Abramson, working at 
the Naval Hospital in Camp l>ejeune in 
North Carolina, stated, “ If denture 
cleanser powders are used as directed 
they present no apparent medical 
hazard. H ow ever, if accidentally 
ingested (swallowed) they can cause 
serious complications. 
“ And efforts now should be made to 
prevent 
their 
potential 
m isuse, 
preferably by keeping them in a safe 
place an<l packaging those that are 
highly alkaline in special protective 
containers.” 
The potential danger of some den­ 
ture powder cleansers cam e to light 
when a 2-year-old child was brought to 
the hospital with severe bums around 
the mouth and throat after having 
swallowed a denture powder. 
When this case was reported similar 
cases cam e to light of accidental 
poisoning and injury to the tissues of 
the mouth, the throat, the esophagus 
and the stomach. So markedly alkaline 
nrn antrin of those denture cleaners 
that dam age to sensitive tissues can be 
as great as those caused by swallowing 
lye or oven cleaner. 
Dr. Blair Fearon, at the Hospital for 
Sick Children in Toronto, Canada, has 
concerned himself about this problem, 
too. He said, “ Actually, what worries 
me most are the denture cleansers that 
come in paste form. Even an adult 
could 
pick 
up one of these 
and 
mistakenly use it in place of tooth- 
past.” 
Dr. Abramson said that “despite the 
potential danger of the highly alkaline 
powers we have been totally un­ 
successful 
so 
far 
in 
getting 
the 
govern m en t’s Consum er 
Product 
Safety Division to pay attention to our 
warning.” 
He adds, “The very presence of 
these agents in a home constitutes a 


threat, the m agnitude of which 
depends only on the age and ingenuity 
of the child. 
It is imperative, therefore, that you 
and all other denture wearers realize 
that most cleansers 
are severely 
caustic when in contact with the 
delicate tissues of the mouth and 
throat. Be sure to rinse your dentures 
thoroughly, to be certain that no 
powder, 
paste 
or 
solution 
makes 
contact with your mouth. 
AH of these products must be kept 
away from the prying hands of curious 
children.

OCSEA executive secretary Karl 
Stewart made the charge Wednesday 
after it was reported the American 
Federation of State County and 
Municipal Employes, a member of the 
Coalition 
of

Employes, sought to file a friend of the 
court brief in the action on the side of 
the United States. 
The case is scheduled to be heard by 
the U.S. Supreme Court in October. 
The suit contends state employes 
were illegally prevented by the Cost of 
Living 
Council 
from 
receiving 
legislative 
pay 
raises 
between 
January and March of 1972. It seeks to 
release $10 million in back wages. 
Stewart says the association refused 
to give its consent to the AFSCM E to 
file the briefs. 
The Supreme Court requires that a 
party wishing to file a friend of the 
court brief must have the written 
consent of all parties in the action. 
“ I feel that the action taken by 
AFSCM E in opposing our law suit is 
illogical and irresponsible,” Stewart 
said. “ What kind of labor organization 
works against the interests of the 
people it is supposed to represent?” 
Bill Hamilton, a CAPE spokesman, 
said the OCSEA is taking a ‘‘cheap, 
demagogic 
shot 
in 
the 
guise 
of 
protecting public employes when it 
may, in fact, be undermining their 
rights to minimum wage, overtime 
benefits, 
safety 
standards 
and 
collective bargaining.” 
Hamilton said CAPE sought to file 
the amicus curiae brief based on a 


court suit it won in 1966 contending that 
the federal government has the right to 
impose certain standards on the state 
when it comes to public employes. 
The OCSEA has claimed if it wins 
the suit, each public employe would 
receive between $160 and $200 in back 
pay. 
CAPE is made up of AFSCM E, the 
National Education Association and 
the National Treasury Em ployes 
Union. 
OCSEA and AFSCM E are the two 
biggest public employe unions in the 
state.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Veterans 
attending school this fall under the GI 
bill would get a 23 per cent increase in 
their monthly payments under legis­ 
lation approved by Senate and House 
conferees. 


They also would be eligible for a new 
$l,000-a-year federal loan program 
and would get an extra year of regular 
benefit payments, 45 months instead of 
the current 36. 


Ending a months-long deadlock, 
Senate conferees agreed to shelve until 
next year a provision to provide 
veterans with $720 a year in tuition 
grants, in view of adamant opposition 
by House members. Their main ob­ 
jection was that there might be abuses 
similar to those that occurred after 
World War II. 
Chairman Vance Hartke, D-Ind., of 
the Senate Veterans Affairs Com­ 
mittee, announced the agreement 
Tuesday and said he hopes the Senate 
and House will act quickly so the bill 
will be on President Ford’s desk next 
week.

said. ‘‘Often neither was at fault.” 
Chief grounds for uncontested 
divorces under the old law was mental 
cruelty and gross neglect of duty. As 
Norris explained it, these accusations 
covered a multitude of sins—or none. 
Most courts required the seeker of a 
divorce to prove his or her case with at 
least two witnesses. Often the wit­ 
nesses were children of the marriage. 
‘‘This bill will humanize the 
procedures,” said Norris. “ It will 
avoid the deep emotional antagonisms 
that accompany divorce and make it 
easier on family and friends.” 
The new law would permit courts to 
order up to 90 days of conciliation 
procedures in any case involving 
divorce, annulment or alimony. 
“ This bill does not call for an easy 
divorce such as the California system 
where you don’t need any reason to get 
a divorce,” Norris said. 
He said that in Ohio, if either party 
objects to a request for dissolution of 


marriage, the party-at-fault system 
would go back into effect—meaning 
one would have to prove the other 
guilty of one of the ll legal grounds for 
divorce currently in the law.

State 
Commerce Director Dennis Shaul is 
concerned that his department usually 
makes an annual profit on fees 
charged for licenses and services. 


Shaul said fees should merely 
support services provided, not make <v 
profit for the state. “ There’s supposed 
to bi' a difference between a fee and a 
hidden tax,’’ he said. 
He said he would like to see a 
variable fee structure initiated to keep 
fees and costs in line. 
Shaul pointed out that the Division of 
Real Estate, for example, can operate 
on a $541,400 budget, but will actually 
collect $909,800 this fiscal year for a 
profit of $367,900. 
Department projections for the 
current fiscal year also show the 
Division of Building & l/oan will 
probably make a net profit of $807,083 
since it 
should collect $1,671,583, 
although it only requires $804,500 to 
operate. 
Overall, the department's profit is 
expected to total $1.9 million. 


All of the excess funds are turned in 
to the state’s general fund, and 
divisions must operate inside ap­ 
propriated budgets regardless of what 
profits ledgers show, Shaul said.

Shortage Of Canning Jars May Lead To Food Waste 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)— Much 
produce from home gardens seems 
destined to go to waste because of the 
acute national shortage of canning jars 
and lids. 
There is even a shortage of home 
freezers sought by homemakers who 
took up gardening in the wake of in­ 
flated food prices this year. 
“ Sorry, but there’s no way — no 
way,” said Vem C. Schranz, corporate 
secretary and director of public 
relations of the Ball Corp., Muncie, 
Ind., the nation's top supplier of 
canning jars and lids, when asked 
what, if anything, the firm could do to 
alleviate the shortage. 
“ The upsurge in demand this year is 
completely unprecedented,” said 


Schranz. 
In 1973, there was an increase in 
home canning of 46 per cent over 1972. 
We were prepared for a similar in­ 
crease this year or even a 50 per cent to 
60 per cent increase. 
“ But this year’s increase in demand 
over last year turned out to be 2,000 per 
cent. We are working six days a week, 
three shifts each day. But, it’s not go­ 
ing to meet the demand. We have not 
the capacity to meet it.” 
Mrs. Walter Corder was typical. 
“ This year we plowed up part of our 
backyard and planted a garden. Our 
garden is beautiful, but our com and 
green beans and tomatoes are going to 
waste. We can’t find the necessary jars 
and lids.” 


She said she sold her freezer earlier 
and now can’t find a replacement. 
A check of three downtown Cin­ 
cinnati department stores showed 
none had freezers in stock. 


Three supermarket chains reported 
they have or will have jars for sale, but 
are limiting sales to one box a 
customer. 


“ Never before,” said Sears Roebuck 
appliance salesman Eldon Carroll, 
“ have we had such a demand for 
freezers.” 
“ The homemakers are looking for 
the chest freezer and they’ll take any 
size they can get,” said Daryl Winders, 
KMart. 
“ We had a shipment of 15 freezers 


come in and they all went in less than a 
day.” 


Margurite H. Warren, county ex­ 
tension agent 
of the Ohio State 
University and the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, reports many calls from 
homemakers with the same problem. 


She advises callers to check smaller 
hardware stores and second hand 
stores. 


She also cautioned housewives to be 
sure old jars are not chipped or 
cracked because this may cause loss of 
sterilization and food poisoning.

The old saying is “the mail must go 
through” . Ever since the Post Office’s 
change three years ago from a totally 
government operated office to a quasi- 
mdependent 
organization, 
the 
bewildered American taxpayer has 
been wondering just what it has to go 
through to get decent mail service in 
this country. 
Instead of the promised efficiency, 
economy and speedy delivery, the 
American taxpayers who still sub­ 
sidize a good bit of the operations, have 
received just the opposite. The Postal 
Service has upped the price of air and 
first class mail; decreased service for 
the same; experienced the first drop in 
volume of first class mail since the 
Depression; and anticipated it will be 
operating in the red to the tune of $475 
million by the end of next June. On top 
of that, the Postal Service has begun 
hinting that it may seek another three 
cent hike in first class rates next year. 
Before anything of the sort goes 
through, it is quite evident that there 
will have to be some changes made; 
otherwise, the fledgling Postal Service 
will certainly surpass its predecessor, 
the Post Office Department, in waste 
and obsolescence. Hearings are now 
underway in the House on ways to 
correct the many and costly problems 
facing the Postal Service. 
Studies so far reveal that the 
mechanization process so gloriously 
heralded as the answer to slow 
delivery isn’t working. Nothing has yet 
been developed to beat the system 
used in Ben Franklin's days for sorting 
mail, better known as pigeonholing. 
Yet, the Postal Service keeps trying, 
but its efforts and our money have 
been wasted on machines which are 
still in the trial and error stage. 
Moreover, a recent Government 
Accounting Office study reveals that 
there is a serious gap between theory 
and practice in mechanizing the mails. 
The machines, when they worked, 
could not handle all types of mail and 
rejected about 20 per cent of the 
selected pieces fed into it. Rejected 
mail is then delayed and contributes to 
increased costs since it must be 
handled a second time by conventional 
sorters. 
Not only do some of the letters go 
through twice the processing to reach 
their destination; they also often go 
twice the distance or more just to be 
processed. Consider the letter with an 
actual destination of only a few miles. 
Often, it is carted many times that 
distance just to get bogged down in a 
mechanized collection center for 
processing. In fact, one study revealed 
that a piece of mail goes through ap­ 
proximately 47 processing steps, each 
one capable of delaying mail. 
One of the most disturbing aspects of 
this whole Postal Serv ice debacle is 
that with all its government money 
and increased rates for all classes of 
mail, it is losing money and falling far 
behind private com petitors, p ar­ 
ticularly in the bulk mailing process. 
The Postal Service is building a billion 
dollar parcel sorting network in an 


effort to check its losses to com­ 
petitors. This new system will still 
drop packages at least a foot — so the 
threat of damage still remains — and it 
is still slower than private systems. 
Nothing like tossing a billion dollars 
into an obsolete and inefficient system 
to catch up with your taxpaying 
competitors! 
What makes this most infuriating is 
that Postal Service has so many ad­ 
vantages over private competitors I 
can't possibly see how it manages to 
lose so much money. The competition 
is all in its favor. Unlike private en­ 
terprise, the Postal Service pays no 
property tax which is a large com­ 
ponent of overhead. It has even been 
expanding into peddling materials 
such as tape, twine and shipping bags 
for mailing purposes and has begun to 
sell other less postal oriented wares 
such as albums, souvenir cards, wall 
prints and copy machines. States lose 
the sales tax on these items which 
must be charged by competitors in 
private enterprise and in Postal 
Service saves any advertising costs 
with its free door to door deliveries. 
Yet, these same private entrepeneurs 
are forced to pay taxes which go to the 
Postal Service to provide competition 
against them. That hardly seems fair. 
It’s time all this window dressing be 
eliminated and some first class, first 
rate m ail service rendered. The 
taxpayers don’t have the money to 
subsidize a grossly m ism anaged, 
incredibly inefficient system which 
obviously isn’t getting the mail 
through on time.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - U. S. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., is 
the first of an indicated throng of big 
political names expected to appear in 
the hotly contested First Con­ 
gressional District race here this 
November. 
Kennedy will be the keynote speaker 
Sept. 12 at a fund-raising dinner at the 
Hartwell Country Club for U. S. Rep. 
Thomas Luken. 
A spokesman for Luken, who has 
heavy backing from the AFI/-CIO, said 
more than 1,000 persons are expected 
for the fund-raiser. 
Luken again will be opposed by 
Willis Gradison Jr., a Republican, who 
lost to Luken in a special election in 
March. U. S. Rep. William Keating, R- 
Ohio, resigned the seat in January to 
become president of The Cincinnati 
Enquirer. 
Luken is only the third Democrat to 
win the seat this century in a heavily 
Republican area. Both he and 
Gradison are former Cincinnati 
mayors. 
The special election last spring was 
one of six in the U. S. for a 
congressional race. It drew national 
attention because of the national issues 
debated, 
including 
Watergate, 
abortion, inflation and integrity in gov­ 
ernment. 
It was considered a forerunner of 
congressional elections this fall. 
The race drew many big political 
names for both sides. The Republicans 
brought in such notables as then Vice 
President Gerald R. Ford, former U. 
S. Atty. Gen. Elliott Richardson and U.

U. S. Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-

Rhodes 
told 
newsmen before addressing the Will­ 
oughby Chamber of Commerce. 
Rhodes said the state's public 
schools were “ plunging toward chaos” 
and that state aid should be increased 
$30 per pupil. 
Such an increase would cost an 
estimated $68 million, according to 
state Supt, of Public Instruction 
Martin W. Essex. 
The $80 million surplus for fiscal 1974 
was used partially to raise per pupil 
expenditures $20. 
Rhodes also said state income tax 
exemptions for dependents should be 
raised from $500 to $750 and that Ohio 
littery revenue should be shared with 
local governments. 
Rhodes also said he favors former 
New York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller for 
vice president but has not wired that 
preference to President Ford.

shifts of about 15 two and three days a 
week to save the forest giant.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— City 
records show that 244 apparently 
personal long-distance telephone calls 
made from Mayor Ralph J. Perk’s 
office have not been paid for. 
The bills, released by city Finance 
Director Warren Riebe, total $343.99. 
The city hall telephone directory 
states that only city business calls can 
be charged, adding that violators 
would be breaking federal law. 
Riebe said he did not know whether 
Perk and his assistants have been 
billed for the calls, some of which date 
back 19 months. He said that as long as 
the personal calls are paid for, no one 
would be prosecuted. 
The mayor was in Washington, D.C., 
and could not be reached for comment. 
Some of the calls were made to the 
Republican National Committee in 
Washington, Ohio GOP headquarters 
in Columbus, local Republican Party 
chiefs and fund raisers around the 
state. Perk has said no partisan 
political activity goes on at the office. 
The mayor is running for the U.S. 
Senate.

NKW YORK (AP) — Holly­ 
wood has Kona Barrett to 
keep track of that town’s 
world’s famous, near-famous 
and infamous. But who is on 
duty in Nashville? Georgia 
Twitty, that’s who. 
A cheerful, pleasant-voiced 
lady of 40, she runs “ Georgia 
Twitty’s Music City Hotline,” 
a radio gossip show that 
covers 
events 
and 
per­ 
sonalities in Nashville’s pop 
and country music scene, 
Ifs been on the air five 
years. By her count, it cur­ 
rently 
is 
heard 
on 
104 
stations. She tapes 18 one- 
minute shows per week. 
Miss Twitty, a native of 
Florence, Ala., who said she 
was educated at Randolph- 
Macon College rn Lynchburg, 
Va., and at Memphis State, 
says she doesn’t try to spice 
her show with lurid stories 
about the stars. 
For one thing, it might 
anger the stars’ fans. For 
another, she says, “ I think 
the country music audience, 
even 
though 
it’s 
pretty 
cosmopolitan nowadays, is 
tired of ‘who is sleeping with 
whom.’” 
She says the fans tend to 
prefer detailed reports on the 
more innocent aspects of life 
among country music per­ 
formers — what they eat, 
what sports they like, how 
they dress at home and so 
forth. 
But she says she also chro­ 
nicles stronger stuff, such as 
Music 
City 
feuds 
or 
romances. The latter, she 
adds, always are handled 
obliquely when the parties 
involved in the romancing are 
married to other parties. 
Her pet peeve, she says, is a 
tendency of some country 
music performers to sud­ 
denly get religion amid much 
fanfare when they’ve gone 
without 
a hit 
record for 
several years. 
In most cases, she says, 
this is purely a publicity ploy 
aimed at reviving a fading 
career. 
To 
the 
less 
sophisticated fans, she says, 
this approach “ gets ’em in 
the gut every time.” 
How does she compare her­ 
self with Hollywood’s Rona 
Barrett? 
“ I think we’re both knowl­ 
edgeable about our work,” 
said Miss Twitty.

A-C Board Approves Schedule 
For Opening O f School Aug. 27 


The Ohio Environmental Protection 
Agency 
(Ohio E P A ) announced 
Tuesday that it proposes to issue water 
pollution control permits to the Cir­ 
cleville Sewage Treatment plant and 
E.I. DuPont DeNemours and Com­ 
pany’s Circleville plant, specifying 
and limiting their discharge of 
pollutants into the Scioto River. 
All industries, municipalities, and 
other sources of water pollution must 
apply for National Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System IN PD ES) permits 
under Public I^aw 92-500. 
The permits contain compliance 
schedules requiring the source to 
reduce pollutants over a specified time 
period and enables any concerned 
citizen to find out what is being 
discharged and what is required of the 
facility. Ohio received authorization to 
issue the water pollution 
control 
permits from the federal government 
on March ll. 
The Ohio E P A ’s proposal to issue 
NPDES permits is based upon a 
preliminary staff review and ap­ 
plication of state water pollution 
standards and regulations.

Republican State Chairman Kent 
McGough said Wednesday he has 
recommended that President Ford 
appoint either New York Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller or California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan as vice president. 
McGough said he sent the names to 
the Republican National Committee, 
which had solicited recommendations 
from state chairman and committee 
members. 


McGough said he chose Rockefeller 
and Reagan “because both men, along 
with Congressman Ford, were the top 
choices of Ohio Republicans last fall 
when names were submitted to Nixon 
to fill the vice presidential vacancy.” 
Former President Nixon selected 
Ford, who ascended to the presidency 
last week when Nixon resigned as 
impeachment appeared imminent 
over the Watergate scandal. 


McGough said his personal choice 
for vice president was Rockefeller, 
and said he so informed President 
Ford. He would not say how he con­ 
tacted the President. 
‘“Personally, and not speaking for 
the party, I think Rockefeller would be 
the best man,” McGough said. 
He said Rockefeller would com­ 
plement Ford in terms of ‘‘broad 
constituency and noted he has con­ 
siderable support among young 
people. 


McGough said he did not consider 
Rockefeller’s age of 65 to be a han­ 
dicap.

A policy regarding the lunch prices 
for the 1974-75 school term was adopted 
bv the board. Students in grades one 
through six will pay 35 cents for the 
regular school lunch while students in 
grades seven through 12 will pay 40 
cents.

Sick leave plans for teachers and 
other employes were adopted in 
compliance with the Fairfield County 


policy and in compliance with the Ohio 
Revised Code. 
A resolution was passed to accept 
the amounts and rates as determined 
by the budget commission and 
authorizing the necessary tax levies 
and certifying them to the county 
auditor. 
Discussions were held with Mr. 
Sounik, architect from Sounik, Eller 
and Martin. He will meet with board 
members again at the Amanda 
Building at 7 p.m. Aug. 26 for further 
discussion of the athletic building. 
Semi-pro football will be the Sunday 
before l>abor Day with Biddy league 
Football scheduled on Saturday nights 
during the first part of the season. The 
boosters will hold a softball tour­ 
nament prior to I,abor Day. 
Appreciation was expressed tor tne 
Athletic Boosters’ work on the 
bleachers and baseball backstop area 
and good luck wished to them for a 
successful I-abor Day celebration. 
Positions were offered to one bus 
driver, two teachers, ten teacher 
aides, assistant football coach, clerk 
helper and substitutes in 
non­ 
certificated areas. 
Discussions were held on completing 
the backstop and fencing of the football 
area with quotes to be obtained on the 
work needed and further discussion 
was held on the library committee 
Final action of the board included 
approval of the high school activity 
groups and sponsors.
